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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 40-59 are pending. Claims 55-59 remain withdrawn from consideration as drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 

2. Applicant's November 22, 2004 Amendment and REMARKS have been reviewed. The 
previous rejection is withdrawn as a result thereof. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 40-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Koppleman 
et al, US 6,662,164. 

Koppleman discloses a method over a computer network for providing a store 
compensation system, e.g. Figs. 2, 3, 6, 7, comprising inputting employment data, e.g. 700, 
record sales transactions, e.g. 200, uploading the transaction data to a central database, e.g. 1 12, 
calculating compensation, e.g. allocation rule 210, recalculating compensation, e.g. 710, 
providing said compensation for display, e.g. Fig. 5. Koppleman does not expressly disclose 
monitoring compensation for single or multi-location companies. However, Koppleman does 
disclose determining compensation for a sales teams and representatives of a business. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have labeled the business of Koppleman 
as a single or multi-location companies. The motivation for doing such is that entities as these 
have been common knowledge in the business entity art and labehng such for Kopplement would 
have been an obvious extension of corporate govemance. 
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Official Notice is taken that the remaining dependent claim limitations, e.g. 41-54, have 
been common knowledge culled from various employee compensation plans. To have provided 
such for Koppleman would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.

Webb, Jr. et al, US 4,819,162, discloses Applicant's idea of recalculating data in an 
employee compensation system, e.g. cols. 12, 14, 19. 

Kahn et al., US 6,401,079, discloses a web based payroll system. 

Occupational Outlook Handbook discloses the common knowledge of recalculating 
compensation for an employee.
